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IN THE CLAIMS: 

Please amend the following claim: 
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1. (Twice Amended) A semiconductor device, comprising: 

a semiconductor substrate having a circuit forming surface, and having a plurality 
of electrode pads provided on the circuit forjming surface, said electrode pads being 
disposed to surround an area of the circuit forming surface; 

a semiconductor element mounted withinuhe area of the circuit forming surface; 

a plurality of adhesive lines adapted forVise as reference lines, said adhesive 
lines being disposed under the semiconductonelement and on the circuit forming 
surface, and being respectively provided at positrons corresponding to at least three
